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THE CHARGE STANDS. 

On the eve of the nomination and election of 
Senator Stone in 1903, Editor W. J. McQuitty of 
the Rocheport Democrat charged that Stone and his 
law partner, Hoss, were employed to obtain the 
pardon of Frank A. Parker, who was sent to the 
Penitentiary for embezzling county funds while 
Treasurer of Vernon County. Parker was par- 
doned on a certificate of fatal illnves from the 
prison physician, but it was charged that a fund 
of $1000 was turned over to his attorneys through 
George B. Carstarphen, for obtaining the pardon. 
It was proven that funds were raised by Parker’s 
friends and were paid to Carstarphen for attorney 
services in connection with the pardon. 

Senator Stone made absolute denial of any con- 
nection with the case. He denied that he had 
ever discussed the matter orally or in writing with 
Parker or had advised with anybody about it. He 
said he understood that his law partner, Hoss, 
and his son, Kimbrough Stone, were employed 
by Parker to aid in obtaining the pardon. 

Subsequently the Post-Dispatch obtained and 
published a telegram from Parker to William J. 
Stone, while the pardon was pending, asking him 
to come to Jefferson City at once. Penitentiary 
officials stated that William J. Stone called at the 
Penitentiary and talked with Parker. Mr. Mc- 
Quitty, under oath, stated that Stone had a con- 
ference with Parker, who told him that he had 
secured the services of ex-Gov. Stone and Hoss. 

In view of these statements the Post-Dispatch 
and the Republic vainly demanded an investiga- 
tion of the charges by the State Legislature before 
the senatorial Democratic caucus was held. The 
morning of the caucus the Republic published the 


following editorial: 

If, as the Post-Dispatch positively assérts, the Ver- 
non Courty defaulter, Parker, sent a personal tele- 
gram to Gov. Stone from the Penitentiary, and if 
Gov. Stone answered the telegram by a personal 
visit to Parker in the Penitentiary, a new issue 1s 
raised which should compel the postponement of & 
caucus on the United States senatorship until the 
matter can be settled beyond controversy. 

In the commonest decency the ‘State of Missouri 
cannct choose a senator about whose veracity a defi- 
nite question has been raised.” 

The Democratic members of the Legislature would 
stow tLemselves willing to stand as servile.accesso- 
ries to improper conduct and reckless triflers with 
‘raditions and precedents of the State if they permit- 
ted thermselves to be bulldozed into the indecent haste 
of a final caucus when an unsettled issue of pardon 
traffic and, what is more important, of personal 
veracity was pending. , 

The State Democracy has been more than generous 
{o Gov. Stone. Through all the charges of repre- 
scniing as attorneys the corporations concerned in 
legislation, the Democracy has assumed, as the Re- 
public has done, that he was legitimately pursuing 
the course of his practice as a lawyer. Democrats re- 
gretted, for the sake of the appearance of consistency, 
that he could not have come as a candidate with a 
@ifferent story of professional affiliations; but no 
Democrat felt Ike accentuating the character Of a 
lawyer's practice to the extent of making it a bar 
of unfitness. 

But the Parker pardon has now raised a question 
which cannot be ignored; which cannot. be palliated 
without explicit disproof of the charges. Parker was 
a guilty man. Neither Gov. Stephens nor Gov. Dock- 
ery would consider requests for pardon; until at last 
Parker procured a certificate of fatal illness. Subse- 
quent developments showed that he obtained the cer- 
tificate under false pretenses. Yestegday morning 
Gov. Stone peremptorily denied that he was ever em- 
ployed by Parker or ever discussed the matter with 
Parker, orally or in writing; admitting that his son, 
Kimbrough Stone, and his former partner, Judge 
Hoss, were employed. This denial was accepted by 
the Republic and Democrats generally as conclusively 
exonerating Gov. Stone. 

But yesterday afternoon the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished what it stated to be a copy of a telegram 
sent by Parker to Gov. Stone, requesting the latter’s 
presence in Jefferson City. The Post-Dispatch asserts 
that Gov. Stone went in person to Jefferson City and 
had private consultations with Parker in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Unless Missouri has fallen away from all ideals, un- 
less it has becOme unworthy to be represented by 
statesmen like Vest and Cockrell; there will be no 
election of Gov, Stone to the sénatorship until this 
aspersion of personal untruthfulness is cleared away, 
with no vestige of doubt remaining. 

There is no duty requiring a Democratic legisiator 
to enter the senatorship caucus at this early . period 
of the season. Every man of them who cares for his 
people will remain away from a caucus if it is held 
this week. 

The Republic assumes that: Gov. 
refute completely this charge of untruthfulness—a 
charge which, bearing upon his candidacy salt- 
ed position, has the terrible signiticance of a pubtic 
declaration against the chastity of a bride at th: 
altar. 

He must make the refutation convincing before the 
State of Missouri lifts him to George Vest's seat in 
the Senate. 

Newspapers like the Republic do not ask for influ- 
encé in party nominations. But they demand that 
the party which they support and defend nominate 
men who are not a burden upon the party's reputa- 
tion. Let Gov. Stone clear himself of this charge, 
and Democratic newspapers will accept the party’s 
action and make the best of it if he is sent to the 
Senate. But no respectable Democratic newspaper 
will ever attempt to apologize for the insult to George 
G. Vest, to Francis M. Cockrell and to the honor 
of the State, if he is sent to Washington with that 
charge standing. 

The charges were never investigated wid never 
refuted. They stand as they were when Stone 
was elected to the Senate. 

What does the Republic now think of Stone's 
fitness to represent Missouri in the Senate? What

hovel or a manger.

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While we are sending bad citizens to the Peni- 
tentiary for registering too often, how would it 
do to send along one or two “good” citizens for 
not registering at all? It is these who invite 
fraud. If every man did his awn registering 
there would be no room for fraud. 
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THE REMEDY WITH THE PEOPLE. 

Sixty-nine indictments of election officers and 
28 of unofficial persons charged with participa- 
tion in primary eleetion-frauds; constitute. an ex- 
cellent record for the June grand jury,..which 
ceased its labats Saturday. Vigorous and efficient 
prosecution of election fraud cases bringing ‘con- 
viction and punishment will go far towards pre- 
venting frauds in future. \The knowledge that 


j election frauds can and will be punished is a po- 


tent factor in discouraging the thugs and crooks. 
The appalling extent of the frauds supplies a 
strong reason for the grand jury’s urgent appeal 
for the cleansing of elections and the. rectifying 
of diseased political and social conditions of 
which election frauds are merely symptoms. The 
recommendations of the grand jury concerning 
amendments of the primary elections law and 
improvements of the method of protecting the 
ballot box should be carefully considered as the 
basis of iegislation next winter. 

But, after all, as the grand jury suggests, the 
remedy for election frauds, which are the result 
of corrupt politics, Hes with the people. It must 
be brought about through the ballot box, through 
the defeat of every man who represents corrupt 
forces and elements in politics. The forces of dis- 
honesty and corruption in politics can be de- 
stroyed only through the defeat, of their repre- 
sentatives, through the election of honest men 
who will not yield to dishonest influences. 

The first stroke for the redemption of St. Louis 
from corrupt politics and fraudulent’ elections 
should be the defeat this autumn of every candi- 
date who is identified with the disreputable ganes 
amd with the forces hostile to honest government 
and clean politics. 3

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WHEN IS WOMAN AT HER BEST? 

Some light is thrown on the consuming ques- 
tion of when woman is at her best by the “Sta- 
tistisches Jahrbuch fur das Deutsche Reich,” or 
Yearbook of the German Empire. 

In a recent year the compiler shows that in 
the Empire there were more men, of all ages, who 
married women between thé ages of 22 and 24 
than married any other class. That would seem 
to establish a consensus of one kind of opinion. 
The total of women regarded as superlatively 
desirable between 22 and 24 years by matrimoni- 
al suitors was 101,290, or nearly one-fifth of the 
total women recorded as married in the. year. 
Most of them, however, were married by men 
under 30; a fact which may reflect on the judg- 
ment expressed. } 

Mature judgment expressed a decided prefer- 
ence for the woman of 35 and over.’ Men be- 
tween 45 and 60 in the main chose wives between 
40 and 45, though they did not wholly neglect 
youth. One hundred men above 60 years mar- 
ried girls under 25. As opposed to this it is in- 
teresting to note that 100 boys under 25 married 
women ranging from 45 to 60 and upwards. In 
all 780 women over 60 were married in the year— 
as against 993 17-year-old damsels, which is a tol- 
erably good showing for old age. : 

Upon the whole, we are more firmly convinced 
that woman is at her best at any age provided it 
is her present one. 
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Young Teddy Jr. is vastly more successful in 
obtainining employment than a good many other 
young men at present. 
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POVERTY AND CONSUMPTION. 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, speaking before the 
Congress on Tuberculosis, d red that poverty 
was the most prolific cause of the disease. 

“It is and has been for half a century,” said 
Dr. Hutchinson, ‘“‘a commonplace of vital statis- 
ties that the death rate from tuberculosis varies 
precisely with the social position of the indi- 
vidual, falling most lightly upon the highest and 
wealthiest classes and most’ heavily upon the 
lowest and poorest. i 

'n Budapest, for instance, 40 well-to-do per- 
sons in 10,000 die of the disease, 62.7 of the 
moderately well to do, v7. 7 of the poor and 97 
of paupers. 

This will not be denied, and probably the same 
general assertion can be made of almost all dis- 
eases. s 

The moral of it is that municipal authorities 
are especially charged with a heavy duty in the 
matter. People who give their lives to labor, 
without accumulating individual fortunes, are not 
less good citizens, and entitled to public benefits. 
They have contributed to the cause of progress in 
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cial attention to sanitary*conditions in the poorer 
neighborhoods: The well-to-do can take care of 
themselves. My 

The prosperity of a community depends upon 
the health of the laboring population. As a met- 
ter of economic policy the city should wnderta‘e 
such work and do it on the most approved sci- 
entific plan. There is money for all in the health 


of the poor. 
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The absolute cure for locomotor ataxia wovfld 
be more warmly welcomed had not so many ab- 
solute cures for other maladies turned out abso- 
lute nonsense. 
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MR. TAFT’S RELIGION. 

The Homiletic Review has opened its department of 
“Preachers Exchanging Views’’ to a discussion of 
Mr. Taft as a Unitarian, In the August issue, Rev. 
H. D. Boyer attacked Mr. Taft, and asked the Review 
to engage in a crusade against him on the ground 
that Mr. Taft is against Christ. In the October tIs- 
sue a number of correspondents, representing differ- 
ent denominations, and from different. parts of the 
country, give their views: 

A Methodist writes: Character should count for 
more than creed. There are no religious tests in 
this country as a qualifiction for holding office. The 
real test is whether the candidate is likely to do the 
right—make good—when placed in a position of pow- 
er. 

A Presbyterian says: This is a Protestant Christian 
country, and by an unwritten law no man is to be 
permitted to become its Chief Magistrate who denies 
this glorious truth which Hes at the base of alt true 
greatness in a nation. 

This is followed by a Baptist, who says: Religious 
prejudice is the blindest passion that ever dwelt in 
the mind of man. It has shed more innocent blood, 
wrecked more homes, destroyed more peace, made 
more heartaches, and brought more clouds of sorrow 
to earth than any other one evil, save perhaps strong 
drink. 

A correspondent in Canada says: It igs the expres- 
sion of a narrow mind that theologically is living in 
the sixteenth century and not in the twentieth. A 
man with views such as these counts for nothing. 
He may influence a few persons; but, apart from 
that, it is better to have such views in silence.

That man 
is W. J. Bryan of “Fairview,” at Lin- 
coln, Neb. When Mr. Bryan issued the 
prediction of his election, stating pub- 
\ licly what he has many times stated 
privately in much stronger and convinc- 
ing language, no one who has talked or 
traveled with him recently dotted that 
he was saving what he firmly and sin- 
cerely believed. 
If he carnot win now Mr. Bryan feels 
that he cah never hope to again. All of 
indications, in his opinion, favor 
him. The only thing in the campaign 
that he regards as being against the 
Democratic party is the Haskell inci- 
dent. He does not believe that, when. the 
people think over this incident calmly, 
anyone can believe that he had the 
slightest inkling of anything wrong 4n 
Haskell’s record. 

He knew. Haskell only as the reform 
Governor of a new. and aggressive State 
and the author of a constitution which 
contained more reform ideas than any’ 


legislation ever adopted. He took Has- [ 


kell on the strength of this constitu- 
tion, and on the strength of the fight 
he made In Oklahoma. This, he believes, 
the public fuljjy understands, and that it 
will no’ more hold him to blame for 
Haskell’s past than it will hold Mr. 
Taft to blame for Foraker’s record. 

Roosevelt a Help. 

For the rest, Mr..Bryan believes that 
the situation is’ just as favorable and 
as promising as he could wish it to be. 
ISven the breaking into the fight of 
President Roosevelt, he believes, has 
helped him, for he belféves it has em- 
phasized the issue of the President's 
dictation of a successor, and has made 
Taft appear to be a candidate whg 


the combat, and who had to have the 
President rush frantically to his rescue. 
He believes that Mr. Taft has becn 
put in a more or less ridiculous light 
by the President's action, and that the 
public very strongly disapproves of the 
presidency being made a club in the 
interest of a political party.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—Charles Healy, & 
wealthy resident of Hyde Park, who hu- 
mored his wife when she was desperate- 
ly ill by permitting her to obtain a di- 
vorce, Is sorry he did it. 

With her return to health Mrs. Or- 
letha T. Healy did not forget the divorce 
and come back to her old matrimonial 


fealty, as her husband says he thought 
she would. She insisted she still want- 
ed the divorce and would abide by it. 
Mr, Healy, who declares this was not 
what he bargained for, filed a petition 
in the Superior Court asking that the 
decree, granted last June, be set aside.

The advice given 
the Northwest Protective Association 
several months age by Judge Douglas, 
its attorney, is that the city has the 
right to condemn Board of Education 
property provided it fs not already oc- 
cupled by a public building, or pro- 
viding the money for the erection of 
such a building has not been appropri- 
ated. 

“The spitefulness of’ those opposed to 
us is very evident in their action on 
this proposition,.’’ said Mr. Mullin yes- 
terday. ‘“‘When the members of the 
Board of Education learned of Judge

He 
wears his hair, which is curly, longer 
than gnost men and crowns it almost 
invariably with a glistening silk hat, His 
wealth of showy hair topped with the 
high hat gives him rather a theatrical! 
look, but there is nothing theatrical 
about his methods. He can dig deeper 
and do big things more quietly than 
almost any one dewn town, and that 
means something.

Wisard With Figures, 
Mr. Cromwell is professionally a cor- 
poration lawyer, but he is many other 
things, too, He is a wizard with fig- 
ures and a shorthand writer of wonder- 
ful skill. He was born in Brooklyn in 
1854, and no great amount of money was 
spent on his education. He had to ge: 
out early and dig for himself. He got 
a job as office boy or junior clerk in 
a railroad company’s office, and there 
his intuitive skill with figures pushed 
him rapidly ahead. He displayed other 
qualities of intellect that marked him 
from the ordinary. 
Not until 1891_did Mr.: Cromwell do 
anything that made him stand out as 
a lawyer of exceptional gifts. In that 
year the great firm of Decker, Howell 
& Co. went under, owing $10,000,000, 
It was a bad failure, and it looked as 
if little could be saved for the credi- 
tors. ‘Mr. Cromwell was made assignee, 
and within six weeks the involved af- 
fairs of the firm had been straightened 
out, the creditors had been paid dollar 
for dollar and the firm was doing busi- 
ness again. For that work the Court 
awarded him a fee of $260,000, the largest 
of its kind up to that time, and in- 
stead of regarding it as excessive, the 
firm supplemented it with a gift of a 
massive silver service. 
Since then Mr. Cromwell has had a 
hand in nearly every big piece of litiga- 
tion that has come along in the Wal! 
Street district. He is an artist at pull- 
ing a badly involved company out of a 
hole and has more ways of getting 
around @ seemingly hopeless proposition 
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}ment that Wildam Nelson Cromwell, in 
vonnection with M. tbunau Variila, a 
French speculaior, had formed a syn- 
dicate at the time when it was quite 
evident that the United Siates would 
‘ake over the rights of the French 
vondholders: in the De Lesseps Canal, 
ind that this syndicate inciuded, among 
sthers, Charles P. Taft. 
William H. Taft, and Douglas Robin- 
son, brother-in-law of President Roose- 
velt. Other men more prominent itn the 
New York world of finance were also 
mentioned. 


Mr. Curtis, it was said that the men 
making this charge against Mr. Crom- 
well had averred that the syndicate pur- 
chased for about $3,500,000 the stock and 
bonds of the defunct De Lesseps com- 
pany and of the newer concern which 
had taken over the old company.

The friendship which began between 
the President, soon after he succeeded 
Mr. McKinley, and the New York law- 
yer was always a deep mystery.

BATON ROUGE, La., Oct. 3.—Dr. E. 
C. McKowen was shot through the 
lungs last night at the instant a bomb 
exploded on his door step as he was 
entering his house in Jackson, La. 


The would-be assassins fired from am- 
bush when the flash of the bomb dis- 
closed the position of their victim. 

The bomb was made of iron and had 
been filled with black powder. A wire 
stretched across the door was arranged 
to set off the explosive when Dr. Mc- 
Kowen tripped upon it. His wounds 
are not necessarily fatal. 

No motive for the attack is known 
here. Dr. McKowen says he knows of 
no enemy who would attempt to assas- 
“inate him. Blood hounds from tie 
State Penitentiary which have been on 
the track of the men all day have lost 
the trail, which started through a cane 
brake. Tracks indicated that three men 
took part in the attempt to kill the 
physician. 

Dr. McKowen was one of the best 
Known residents of East Feliciana Par- 
ish.

TAFT TALKS 10 
KANSAS FARMERS 
ABOUT TAR 


Compares Prices of Products 


Under Republican ani 
Democratic’ Rule. 








TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 3.—Beginning at 
Syracuse, on the western line of Kan- 
sas, at 6 o’clock this morning and end- 
ing at Topeka,. with two big meetings 
tonight, William H. Taft today reached 
the climax in crowds and enthusiasm 
of the campaign trip he began 11 days 
ago in Cincinnati. 

Emporia, isewton, Hutchinson and 
Stafford furnished the banner crowds 
of the day. At each of these places the 
audiences numbered. many thousands, 
anc in Garden City, Dodge City, Kins- 
ley, Peabody, Fiorence, Strong City and 
Osage City the crowds were correspond- 
ingly large. 

In the 14 speeches delivered during 
the day and evening by Mr. Taft, he not 
only talked in detail of the tariff and 
trusts and labor, but furnished farmers 
an itemized account of the increased 
profits they made in the last year be- 
cause of the operation of the principle 
of protection, as he put it, over what 
they made under the Democratic en- 
forcement of free trade. This was the 
novel feature of his speeches in Kan- 
sas over what he has been saying in 
the Other states on the trip. 

Mr. Taft divided his time at Syracuse 
with Candidate Stubbs, who took oc- 
casion to make a strong endorsement 
of the national candidate as a man of 
desds, not words, in distinction to his 
opponent, Bryan, whom, he 4déclared, 
to be a man of words, not deeds. 

At Dodge City there had been placed 
on a grain elevator a large sign which 
read: 


“Wheat, 1908, 92 cents—Republican 
rule; wheat, 1899, 55 cents—Democratic 
rule.”’ 


Quotes Statistics. 
Taking notice of the sign Mr. Taft 


said to his large audience: 

“T have statistics. a little more com- 
The average price of 
wheat in Kansas fer the four Demaeo- 
cratic years was 49 cents per bushel. 
At present it is over 82 cents per bushel 
and if your present wheat crop had 
been sold at Democratic prices it would 
have brought you $21,000,000 less than 
today.” 

The speeches of Mr. Taft tonight at 
both the theater and the Auditorium 
were devoted to a discussion of lahor,, 
the trades and the tariff. On the labor 
and tariff issue he laid the most stress. 
He went over again, as he has done re- 
peatedly gn his present trip, the deci- 
sions he rendered while on the bnch. 
He summed the question up briefly in 
the following manner: 


- Tariffl Issue. 
“One of the tmportant issues of the 


campaign is the tariff. For 44 y¢ars 
out of the last 48 the business of this 
country has been cn a basis of a pro- 
tective tariff. It has produced a con- 
dition of diversified industries and in- 
creased the number of skilled workmen 
to millions, who are now receiving the 
highest wages in the world and are en- 
joying the comfort of living that they 
have in no other country. The prin~i- 
yles of protection is that all irdustries 
that need it shall be protected by a 
custom tax equal tu the difference be- 
tween the cost of productiqn here and 
the cost of production abroad. That 
cost of production is determined chielly 
by three elements: 

“The cost of material, the cost of la- 
bor and the interest on capital, or what 


HASKELL REFUSED 
TQ STAND TRIAL 


W. L. Sturdevant Alleges Gov- 
ernor Sidestepped Town- 
site. Litigation.

A personal letter regarding 
Haskell, written by Attorney W. L. 
Sturdevant of St. Louis, special 
counsel for the U. S. Government in 
the prosecution of the townsite land 
cases in Oklahoma, to President 
Roosevelt was made public at the 
White House yesterday. 

Mr. Sturdevant wrote the letter, he 
says, only to put the President in 
posession of the facts, and he was 
surprised when it wa made public, 
although he had no objection to its 
being given out. 

In his letter Mr, Sturdevant quotes 
from Gov. Haskell's open letter to the 
President, in which he charged that 
the Oklahoma litigation was brought 
in a campaign year for political pur- 
poses and that the Government has 
caused the trial of the cases,to be 
delayed for the same reason. 

In regard to those statements’ Mr. 
Sturdevant wrote: 

“The above statement regarditig the 
town site suits is entirely misleading. 
All these suits in which Gov. Haskell is 


defendant, except one, were filed in 
1907, prior to the admision of Oklahoma 
as a state. 


Direct Answer Refused, 
“He is charged with ad irect partici- 


pation in the fraud there by which the 
indians were deprivod of their property 
and has not answered to the merits in 
a single case; but all please filed by hia 
attorneys are pure'y technical. 

“Mr. Mott, attorney for the Creek In- 
dians, and myself have many times 
urged a hearing on the merits of the 
cases and I have personally proposed 
to his attorneys that they file answers 
in order that a hearing might be nad 
upon the merits and the cases disposed 
of. These suggestions have never met 
an affirmative response.

The other three men in the Harvard 
back field, Smith, Graydon and Ken- 
nard, have had scant experience to that 
of Browne, but their worth and ability 
have been so clearly shown. These are 
the doubtful places on the Harvard 
team. The requisite experience will be 
sure to confine the competition for them 
within narrow lines. 

Princeton has the largest and perhaps 
the most powerful squad in her history. 
McFayden, 260 pounds in condition, is 
the biggest man, though he is far from 
the slowest. The coaches and his own 
desire to master the game have put him 
in a class where few guards, big or fast, 
or with any other equipment, are en- 
rolled. His four years of work in school 
football, his dogged determination to 
make himself move as fast as his neigh- 
bor, are now showing results. He is 
down the field on kicks, watches the 
ball and the play and is never deceived. 
But the veterans in the Princeton squad 
compel a man to be all this unless he 
wishes to see someone take his place. 

Veteran Tackles Available, 

Siegling and Booth, the two tackles 
of last year’s team, have grown in speed 
and also in weight. Just behind them 
are two almost equally good. Clarke 
and McGregor, with no varsity experi- 
ence to be sure, but with a sound school 
knowledge of the game. Waller, who 
Played the other guard to MacFayden, 
is also back and working like a Trojan 
to hold his place. 

Buckingham, an understudy of Phil- 
lips, is slated for center and is sure of 
making good there. For the places at 
the end of the line experienced men are 
also available, though not up to that 
set by Wister and Brown of last year. 

Welch should be the first choice. He 
has been on the squad for three years, 
is fast, strong, heady and skillful in 
handling the ball. He is very ambitious 
to maintain the standard of Princeton 
ends, he has the essentials and the 
coaches will do the rest. 

For the other end Bredemus_ should 
make a good fight. His experience goes 
back to Exeter, to Dartmouth and to 
Princeton. As passing the ball there is 
no equal of this player in the game. He 
has“the speed, the strength and general 
football sense to make the best end of 
the year. 

In the back field there is Dillon, in 
his fourth year on the team. His cap- 
taincy will not affect any deterioration 
in his play. While he appreciates his 
responsibility, his experience and dash 
mark his work in every detail. 

Dawson, Reed and Tibbett complete 
the back field. All of these have been 
through the football mill. They are 
skilled in the principles of Princeton's 
whirlwind play, and are reasonably se- 
cure in their places. 

Big Men at Yale. 

As at Prineeton and Harvard, the 
larger men are also predominant at 
Yale. Cooney, the right tackle, Is the 
biggest man who has ever played that 
position. His size is not the only 
attribute which reconrmends him. He 
is the fastest mian In the line with the 
exception of Burch. In the Yale, as it 
has so far first lined up, there {ts not a 
man who has not been a year or more 
on the squad. 

There are two men yet to be con- 
sidered by the coaches who have had 
much experience. They are Andrus 
and Brides. What use wil! be made of 
them is a problem, unless Brides is put 
back at his old place at guard and 
try to make a center of Andrus.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 3. 

Two weeks of training at Whitmore 
Lake and a week of practice in Ann 
Arbor was the preparation afforded the 
small squad of Michigan football men 
in their first game against the Case 
Technical School of Cleveland. When 
Coach Yost issued his invitations «in 
the summer to join him in the early 
fall at the Whitmore training quarters 
he expected to have the full quota of 
85 men that was invited.

The old men who donned moleskins 
were: Capt. Schulz, all-American, cen- 
ter; Wasmund, quarter; Allerdyce, half; 
Watkins, full, last year in the game 
against Pennsylvania, and Davidson, 
who played strongly two years ago 
against Penn at guard. Casey, the 
tackle that was left over from last 
year, wired the coach saying he could 
not be here until next week and would 
not therefore be available for the first 
two games. Embs, who was count- 
ed on at a guard station, and whom 
Yost thinks could be moulded into any 
position, has not yet arrived, although 
there are conflicting rumors that he 
will and he will not. 

Scrubs Must Fill Up. 

The balance of the team must be made 
up from the scrub teams of last year, 
and many of the best are ineligible be- 
cause of their studies. Before days 
Were gone coach Yost saw that his 
team must be made up, for the most 
part, from the small amount of ma- 
terial that he had in the country train- 
ing quarters.

If that is his object, he 
generally succeeds: After he gets down 
to shoot, straightens up, figures on the 
shot again, wipes his hands and then 
chalks his cue for the second time for 
the same shot he generally sends & 
player with a nervous temperament like 
Cline into a rage, while Daly pays at- 
tention to nothing but his own game.

HARMON FIGHTS GANG 
Bryan and Taft Crowded Off 
stage—Cox With

COLUMBUS, 0O., Oct. 3.—Gigantic 
graft in public funds, bossism as typi- 
fied by Boss Cox of Cincinnati and war 
on the saloons have crowded Bryan, 
Taft and the’ nationad issues off the 

Stage in Ohio. 

These local, qustions are so confused, 
one party b®ing on the moral side on 
s0Me and the other party being on the 
moral! side on others, that the party 
managers expect a scratching election 
as in Illinois and Indiana, and@ the out- 
come they regard as doubtful for. all 
candidates, 

The situation is further confused by 
the fact that the opposing nominees for 
Governor, Judson Harmon, Democratic, 
and Andrew LL. Harris, Republican, 
failed to join the issues. Mr. Harmon 
is preaching against Republican cor- 
ruption in the State House and in Cin- 
cinnati, as.exposed by Legislative in- 
vestiguting committees, and is demand- 
ing, as Gov, Folk demanded four years 
ago, that the old gang be kicked out. 

Gov. Harris, again the tepublican 
nominee, refuses to accept the Harmon 
issue, several of the old gang leaders 
being on his ticket for State offices. 
He declares the issue is county local 
option, and that, unless the Repub- 
licangs retain control of the State Gov- 
ernment, the Rose County local option 
law. which became effective in Sep- 
tember, will be repealed by the Demo- 
crats. 

Mr. Harmon 
option, saying that 
law being in effect. 

League Is for Harris. 

The Anti-Saloon League, which is a 
great power in Ohio, is supporting Gov. 
Harris. Three years ago it supported 
the Democratic nominee, Pattison, and 
he defeated Gov. Herrick, Republican, 
who sought a second term. 

The brewers and the Personal Liberty 
League are active on the side of Mr. 
Harmon. Gov. Harris charges that they 
have raised $l1,uw..,w0 to help Harmyn. 
Democratic State Chairman Finlay ad- 
mits the liquor interests are on the 
Democratic side, but he says it is only 
because they hate Harris. Three years 
ago they supported Herrick because 
they hated the Democratic nominee, 
Pattison. 

And “Boss’’ Cox, once denounced by 
Mr. Taft, but now conferring with him 
on the State campaign, by force of cir- 
cumstances, is lined up against the sa- 
loon although he graduated recently 
from the saloon business into banking. 

Ohio is normally Republican by about 
40,000, but under the leadership of such 
men as Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland, 
Golden Rule Jones and his successor, 
Brand L. Whitlock, as Mayor of To- 
ledo, a great independent voting force 
has been built up. The extent of this 
force is shown by the fact that, after 
giving Roosevelt a majerity of 255,421 
over Parker in 1904, it turned around in 
19% and elected Pattison. a Demacrat, 
Governor by 43,000 as a rebuke to Boss 
Cox and the saoons. Of course this 
was done with President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft in the field against Cox. 

Despite that repudiation of Coxism in 
1905, he swept back into power in 1907, 
regaining control of the city of Cincin- 
nati and clinging to the State treasury- 
ship and the State auditorship, two of 
the richest plums in the administration. 
These he held even through the 1906 up- 
heaval which landed Pattison as Gov- 
ernor and a Democrat as Mayor of 
Cincinatt. 

Two Investigations. 

The Legislature elected in 19% was 
almost evenly divided, the Senate hav- 
ing 18 Democrats, 18 Republicans and 
one independent. The result was two 
investigations, one by the Drake Com- 
mittee into State g@ffices, and anothcr 
by the Gayman Comemitteé into the 
government of Hamilton County, im 
which Cincinnati is situated. 

Both inguiries revealed the system 
by which Boss Cox and his friends 
profit from politics.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The largest de- 
crease in the number of surplus freight 
cars which has taken place in any fort- 
night since the improvement in business 
began is shown in the report of the 
Committee on Car Efficiency of the 
American Railway Association, which 
Gave a decrease of 50,562 in the number 
of surplus freight cars between Sept 16 
and Sept. 2, An encouraging feature of 
this very large decrease is that more 
than half of the total, or 27,300, were 
box Cars in which are carried the higher 
grades of merchandise. 

The number of idle cars in the coun- 
try, aS shown in this report, has now 
been reduced to 170,602, compared with 
the maximum of 413,338 recorded on 
April 29, 

in connection with these reports of 
the American Railway Association it 
has developéd, however, that they have 
at all times during the present period 
of surplus equipment failed to reflect 
the full extent to which the country’s 
at cars had been taken out of serv- 
ce. 

The figurcs have not included the 
freight. cars which were in _= railroad 
shops undergoing or awaiting repairs. 

200,000 Cars in Shop. 

Mr. Hale recently explained that dur- 
ing the worst of the car surplusage he 


was fearful of publishing the number |; 


of cars in the shops, for these, added 
to the cars reported as idle, would have 
brought the total above 600,000. 

Regarding the surplusage of cars 
which grew so rapidly even in the fig- 
ures issued by the committee, though 
these did not include the 200,000° cars, 
more or less, which were idle in the 
shops, Mr. Hale said that his commit- 
tee finally became afraid that the car 
surplusage reports would be used for 
bear points for the various railroad 
stocks. 

Normally in active times-the railroads 
have about 65 per cent of their freight 
car equipment, or one car out of every 
20 in the shops undergoing repairs. This 
would show about 100,000 as the normal 
number of cars in the railroad shops 
throughout the country. The increase in 
these cars to over 200,000 cars last April 
and May meant in effect that the idle 
equipment in the country was fully 100,- 
000 cars more than appeared on the sur- 
face of the commitiee’s fortnightly 
statements. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS FOR

8 lerday declared its opinion that 

every man who claims and en- 

joys the benefits and protection of our 

Government ought to be compelled by 
law, under drastic penalties, to vote. 

The exact language of the grand 
jury Was: 
“To register and fail to vote is 
worse than not to register, for some 
thief will certainly vote the name of 
the absentee if he can. We regret 
that the law does not compel, under 
drastic penalties, the exercise of the 
suffrage on the part of all who claim 
and enjoy the benefits and protection 
of our Government.” * 

Several citizens of St. Louis were 
asked last night their opinion of this 
declaration of the grand jury. There. 
was a difference of opinion about it. 
Some of those who agreed with the 
grand jury that all men should be 
forced to vote opposed the idea of a 
man being frlaced in jail for a fail- 
ure to vote and yet the grand jury is 
presumed to have meant some such 
punishment as that when it used the 
term ‘‘drastic penalties.” It was sug- 
gested by one that a good form of 
punishment for failure to vote would 
be to deprive the guilty one of the 
privilege of voting thereafter.

ACOB RIIS, charity worker, au-

from Richmond Heights, N. Y.: 

The idea of compulsory voting-is 
one worth trying. Certainly the man 
is less dangerous to the State who 
votes wrong than the man who will 
not vote at all. To,.compel him to 
take enough civic interest to vote 
at all might well be a step toward 

. arousing in him patriotic interest to 
vote rig::t: The idea is interesting 
and seems worth considering prayer- 
fully. 

W. M. IVINS, former Republican 
candidate for Mayor of New York, 
a distinguished lawyer, and known 
as “the patriarch of the New York 
fight for pure elections,” tele- 
graphs to the Post-Dispatch: 

In the first place, such a statute 
cannot be enforced. In the second 
place, it is unnecessary because the 
evil can be more easily remedied. 
To make voting compulsory is im- 
practicable. If any large part of the 
community abstains, legislation is 
powerless, since it is out of. harmony 
with popular habits. It cannot be 
made effective by the mere declara- 
tion of a penalty for its breach, be- 
cause our criminal machinery is not 
and cannot be made adequate. 

Where we cannot enforce the Sun- 
day laws, the laws and ordinances 
against fast driving, the excise laws 
or even the laws for the collection of 
taxes and assessments, we could 
never enforce a law to punish voters 
for abstention from the polls. The 
suggestion entirely disregards the 
efficacy of legislation, the capacity 
of our machinery for the enforce- 
ment of the law, the manifold excep- 
tions or excuses which the law 
would have to allow and the char- 
acter of our prosecuting officers, our 
judges aud our juries. Repeating 
ean be readily cured by compe:

or ‘otherwise by providing for his 
physical description or his thumb 
mark or even his photograph. If ey- © 
ery repeater had to make such a 
record, not only would he be deterred 
by fear of*detection, but such de- 
tection would become Wholly practi- 
cable if not inevitable.

Rabbi Leon Harrison:

As to what 
that punishment should be I would 
not attempt to say. To put a man in 
jail for failing to vote would be too 
drastic, I think. Perhaps it would be 
wel) to take from a man who fails to 
vote the right to vote again. I would 
not impose that punishment for the 
first failure to vote. 
_ But after he had failed two or three 
times, thus proving that he was acon. 
firmed nonvoter, I would take from 
him. his power to vote until such time 
as he should be willing to promise to 
never neglect his duty in that regard 
again. It is the best class of our cit- 
izenship that fails to vote. That is 
why so many ineficient and even dis. 
honest men get into office, especially 
in our cities. The lower classes al- 
ways vote, they are mustered up on 
election day and voted. If all the 
better class of citizens would go out 
and vote wo would have better gov. 
ernment. The sins of omission in this 
respect permit the greater sins of 
commission. 


O'Neil Ryan, attorney, former Cir- 
cuit Judge, and member of the Muni. 
cipal Voters’ League: The idea does 
not impress me favorably. The exer- 
efse of such a high right of citizen- 
ship as that of voting should be a 
matter of conscience and duty rather 
than an act one was compelled to do 
for fear of punishment. I think such 
a law would fail of enforcement if 
enacted and even if enforced, it would 
fail of the purpose intended. 

Thomas HK. Mulvihill, Excise Com- 
missioner: It is a very good idea, 
every man ought to vote in his own 
interest. If he is so indifferent about 
his own welfare that he will not vote, 
he ought to be compelled to vote. A 
man is not a good citizen if he fails 
to vote. There ought to be such a 
law as was recommended by the grand 
jupgy and it ought to have such a pen- 
alty attached to it that it would work 
to compel every man to vote. 

Henry T. Kent, attorney and mem- 
Executive Board of the 
Civie League: I don’t think such a 
law either practical or advisable. If 
@ man doesn’t value his citizenship 
enough to vote unless he is compelled 
by law to do so, he is not apt to vote 
for the better things anyway.

Such s law would be such a radical 
departure from the present practice in 
all states, and would be so revolu- 
tionary, and so many questions arise 
as to the possibility and manner of 
its enforcement that I must confess I 
am not qualified to give an opinion 
about it. 

F. N. Judson, attorney: I do not 
constitutional. But even if it was, it 
could never be enforced. A man 
might think he ought not to vote and, 
in such a case, it would be wrong to 
force him tu do so. 

Paul Robyn, foreman of the grand 
jury: The clause relating to com- 
pulsory suffrage was put into the re- 
port in order to bring home to the 
people the fact. that those who fail to 
go to the polls are largely respons- 
ible for the election frauds. If an 
honest man remains away, a thief 
votes his name. We went into this 
matter very thoroughly and we found 
that there is no way in which the law 
could compel a man to vote after he 
has registered. Any such legislation 
would be unconstitutional All that 
was left for us to do was to express 
our regret that this is so. We had no 
idea of recommending the passage of 
the law, which would not stand un- 
der the constitution.

Body Will Hear Evidence of 
Fraud at General 
Registration. 


The October grand jury will con- 
vene tomorrow, ard, as its principal 
work, will hear eyjdence as to frauds 
at the recent general registration. 

A revision and canvass has been 
made by the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, and it is known that ir- 
regularities in several wards will be 
called to the attention of the grand 
jury, so that action may be taken in 
time to prevent fraudulently regis- 
tered persons from casting their votes 
at the election, Nov. 3. 

The July grand jury, which | sub- 
mitted its final report to Judge Fish- 
er yesterday, returned 69 indict- 
ments against judges and clerks 
who served at the recent primary 
election. True bills charging fraudu- 
lent voting were also returned 
against 28 persons for repeating and 
other . violations of the election 
laws. 

The grand jury took up the invest- 
igation in the Third, Fifth, Sixteenth 
and Twenty-second wards, where 
charges of fraud were first made. 
After investigating the Third Ward 
it w as found that it would be impos- 
sible to at ROT OU hly investi Bote 2) ct |. all of 


the wards included in the original 
plan and only certain precincts in 


of fraud were investigated. It is ex- 
pected that -the new grand jury will 
complete the work. 

This canvass is still under way. A 
report yesterday on the xth Pre- 
cinct of the Fourth Ward shows that 
of 137 votes cast at the primary elec- 
tion 85, or 62 per cent, were fraudu- 
lent. The pollbooks’ showed only 137 
votes gast, but the judges and clerks 
credited a total of 171 to the candi- 
dates. Of these the returns showed 
150 for Cowherd, 6 for Ball, 3 for 
Stapel, none for "Wallace and 12 for 
Hadley. Only A6 voters who said they 
voted for Cowherd were found by the 
canvassers. One dead man “voted.

The attempted homicide was one of 
the mosi remarkabie crimes which has 
ever occutred in this locality, 

_ Married in East St, Louis. 
‘The tragedy is said te have had its 
beginning in St. Louis about eighteen 
months ago, when Albert Baker and 
Miss Myrtle Raney were married in 
Bast St. Louis. The day following the 
wedding, Baker, who is a working 
man, took out an insurance policy on 
his life for $10,000 at the instance of 
his wife. 


‘Mote than 100 witnesses have been 


-‘@ummoned for the trial, and with. a 


@ array of lawyers on each side, it 
vill be-one of the most interesting lega 
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the large policy would give him more 
prestige and a ‘better standing in the 
community. In addition to this, Baker 
alleges, his wife told him if she could 
show Woodward that she was bene- 
ficlary of a $10,000 insurance policy, it 
might favorably influence him. Baker 
says he signed the note for $242.25 simply 
to please his wife, although he never 
intended to pay it. _He paid $10 for a 
medical examination and thought ne 
more of the matter. After his life had 
been attempted, however, he says he 
learned that his wife had secretly paid 
the note and had kept the fact from his 
knowledge. The motive for the alleged 
repeated attempts to kill him was thus 
discovered. 

Mr. and Mrs. Baker left St. Louis on 
April 7, 1907, coming to Carthage, where 
Baker obtained employment at. the 
Myers stone quarry, a short distance 
from the Raney home, where he board- 
ed. The first attempt made upon his 
life, Baker declares, was a short time 
later, when his coffee was drugged. He 
was ill from the effects of the drug for 
six weeks and wher he accused his wife 
of the deed, she admitted that she was 
trying to break him of the liquor habit, 
althougk he was net ea hard-drinking 
man

The second attempt on his life is de- 
clared to have been madc a few weeks 
later, when early oné morning Baker 
discovered a quantity of nitroglycerin in 
th» furnace of the Myers quarry as he 
wae about to light the gas under the 
boilere In firing up for the day’s run. 
At that time his escape waa. considered 
a romarvable one 

He had the position of engineer at the 
quarry and as be pushed a torch into 
the furnace to light the rire, he discov- 
ered thet some brick in the wall at the 
furnace door had been tampered with 
slightly. He investigated and found a 
quantity of nitroglycerin secreted in a 
sack on the gas burners. He called 
for help, the sack was removed and 
when a little of the contents wag poured 
on the ground and struck @ sharp blow, 
a terrific explosion resulted. Had Baker 
not closely inspected the Interior of the 
furnace before lighting the gas, an ex- 
plosion would undoubtedly have  fo)- 
lowed, destroying the plant and killing 
& number of men, including himself. 

At the time of the incident Baker de- 
clares he suspected the Raneys of hav- 
ing placed the explosive in the furnace, 
although he never intimated this fact 
to anyone, because he said he had no 
grounds for his suspicion. 

Of the last attempt, for 
Raney, Mrs. H. M. fine aut wy 
Raney-Baker were sted, Albert 


“I had worked all 
returned home when 
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almost immediately... I was awakened 
between 1 and 2 o’clock by being struck 
en the head with a hammer or some 
blunt implement. I was awakened by 
the first blow, and when struck a sec- 
ond time jumped out of bed and tried 
to catch a figure I thought I could dis- 
tinguish in the darkness. I struck at 
this figure with my fist amd grappled 
with my assailant, who still had the 
heavy instrument. 

“Pinally the man called ‘Myrt, Myrt,’ 
and when I gravbed him by the throat 
he called ‘Help! help!’ in a feeble tone. 
I knew the voice at once as that of 
Thad Raney. 

“As we were going through the door, 
still fighting, I saw Mrs. Raney with 
her hands raised ready to strike me in 
the ‘read with a hammer. I hit her in 
the mouth with my fist and for a time 
was not bothered with her again. Then 
I managed to grab the hammer, but 
just then my~ wife appeared upon the 
scene and took the hammer from me, I 
distinctly recognized her voice as she 
called out: ‘Hit harder.’ | 


.4* at this point I tried to run, but was 


held’ by them all and & Rght ensued 
that took us all over the house. Then 
Thad Raney called to the women to 
“eok out,’ and, pulling @ revolver, he 
shot me in the shoulder. I grabbed for 
the gun, but in the seuffie I was shot 
again, I then tried to turn the gun

wife grabbed the gun and, turning tt 
to my breast, she said: ‘Now, quick?

“All during the struggle the woinen 
had their hair down over their faces 
and Raney wore a black wig which I 
have seen in my wife’s possession upon 
& number of occasions. 

“After the third shot I cried, “Thad 
Raney, you have killed me,’ but Raney 
ran out of the door and away. After 
he had gone my wife came into the 
room and said, ‘My God, Albert’ but I 
ordered her away and ran through the 
dark night to a neighbor's, & quarter 
of a mile away, to _ telephone for a 
physician and the officers, dressed in

Hospital Doctors Amazed at 
Vitality of Man Who 
Aided Patient.

“NEEDED THE MONEY” 





Man, Hungry and “Broke,” 
‘Gets $10, but Declines to 
Stay in Hospital. 


—— 





NEW YORK. Oct. 3.—After a trying 
four days’ trip from Baltimore to New 
York by freight train, during which 
tine he was practically without food, 
Benjamin F. Hill gave an amazing ex- 
hibition of st::smina to the surgeons of 
the Presbyterian Hospital. After he 
had permitted 18 ounces of his blood 
to be transfused into the body of a 
patient, he got off the operating table 
and. walked cut of the hospital. 

Ihe 18 ounces represented a little less 

than one-sixth of the blood cf a nor- 
mal man. Medical authoritics say the 
weizht of the blood varies from 1-16 
to 1-30 of the weight of the person 
and an average is 3420 grams cr 103 
ounces. 
‘When young Mr. Hill .announced to 
ihe surgeons that he was broke and 
was willing to sell them as much 
blood as they thought he could afford 
to lose for $10, he was told, optimist- 
ically, that perhaps in-four days after 
the vital fluid had been extracted, he 
would be able to walk and return ts 
his lodgings in the Mills Hotel. 

For a little more than one hour 
young Hill lay still on his back on 
the operating table. Then, with an ex- 
clamation of disgust at his enforced 
inactivity, he arose unassisted, and, 
practically giving medical theories a 
slap in -the face and ignoring the pro- 
tests of the doctors, walked out. 

Showed No Weariness. 

He did not stagger. His eyes were 
clear. The only evidence that he risked 
his life for $10 to infuse life into the 
veins of a man whom he did not know 
—a man who had more money than he— 
wae a bandage wound tightly about his 
left arm where the in@ision had been 
made. 

As Hill took his first steps in the 
little operating room after the tube 
connecting his artery with an artery in 
the right arm of the patient had been 
disconnected, the patient turned and 
made some incoherent remark. 
looked at the form on the second table 
and saw a hand thrust toward him. He 
grasped it and pressed it, warmly, 
though silently. *- ” 

Then Hill walked to,a J{.dison avenue 
car at Seventy-first street and rode 
downtown, where he met a friend. Al- 
though the operation occurred at 1 
o’clock and Hill lay upon the table until 
3:30 he went about visiting with his 
friend until 11 p. m. 

One of Many Applicants. 
' Dr. James A. Corscoden was in charge 
of the operation. He made no comment 
on the remarkable vitality displayed by 
Hill. 

Hill's home is at 3823 Roland ave- 
nus, Baltimore. He has been at e 
Mills Hotel two days. With others kt 
the hotel he was informed that if he 
called at the Presbyterian Hospital he 
could earn $10 by surrendering a small 
percentage of. his blood. 

“There were at least 2) up there in 
line, all of them willing to do almost 
anything except commit a crime,” he 
said, “‘for $10. I was next to last in line. 
Some looked husky, like longshoremen 
and truck drivers. My facc was pale 
and I was weak. I saw about 17 of the 
men turned away by the examining sur- 
geon, When my turn came the ductor 
placed some instrument in my biceps, 
felt my pulse, asked as to my genera) 
health and habits, and then came the 
little white room and the operation.”’ 

Sympathy for Other Man. 

Speaking of the patient, Hill said: 
“he unfortunate man was trundied in 
on a table. It would not do to jescribe 
the condition in which he was in. He 
was suffering from internal hemorrhage. 
When I left the hospital he seemed to be 
very much improved, and I heard the 
doctors say they thought he might pull 
thrqugh.”’ 

en surgeons in several other hos- 
pitals learnéd of Hill's getting up and 
walking off, they declared it was one of 
the most remarkable incidents they had 
ever heard of.

Lay the design you wish te transfer face down- 
* ward, on any flat surface, and dampen the back with 
, water until the outlines of the design show clearly 
through the paper. A wet cloth will serve the pur- 
pose of dampening, but a small sponge is bettei. 
Spread the material on which you wish to transfer 
* the design on the table or on any smooth, hard sur- 
» face; lay the dampened design, still face downward, 
+ on the material, cover it with a dry sheet of thick 
paper or several folds of a newspaper, and rub with 
; a slight pressure, using a handkerchief or dry 
cloth, until the design is entirely transferred. Dur- 
| ing the rubbing you may readily see whether enough 
| pressure is being applied by lifting a corner or end 
of the design and noting how it is taking. 

The whole process is very simple and, after a 
trial or two, you should be able to make a perfect 
transfer to any kind of goods. Do not wet the 
transfer sheet too much. Do not wet the material, 
and do not rub the face of the design with wet or 
damp fingers. 

Several transfers may be made from the same 
design, it being only necessary to redampen the back 
of the design sheet for each additional transfer. 
The design may be readily removed from the ma- 
terial by washing the material in warm water and 
a little soap. The ink with which the transfers are 
printed is absolutely harmless, and will not injure 
the finest fabric.

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DESIGN FOR BLOUSE 


This Empire waist design is very artistic embroi- 
dered on fine or medium linen in colored or white 
cotton, For the chain effect the narrow space be- 
tween the two lines may be worked with solid em- 
| broidery and the center space filled with fancy 
| stitches or a spider web; or the lines may be out- 
| lined and the space between them filled with French 

knots, treating the center in the same manner as 

| before; or, again, lace may be inserted, the edge 
/ worked solid or buttonhole, and the linen cut away 
underneath, 
All the dots and centers of flowers are worked 
| eyelet. The petals. and leaves are embroidered 
solid in the French underlaid work.

Colored cottons are so much in vogue that the 
design could be worked in one color, or the leaves 
worked in green, and the flowers, chain and dots 
in pink, btue, lavender, or yellow. 

If a more elaborate waist is desired, a lace collar 
and yoke may be inserted, working the chain either 
solid or buttonhole as a finish for the lower part of 
yoke. Cutting away linen from beneath the 
links gives the appearance of medallions,, Tiny 
hand tucks between the design and arm-holes give 
fullness to the waist.

Varieties of Embroidery and Their Application 





HINTS AND ADVICE TO BEGINNERS 


There is probably no variety of needlework more popular and 
practical than the white embroidery seen on all articles made of linen 
or other white materials, either for wearing apparel or household lin- 


en, and the demand for handwork is rapidly incfeasing. What woman 


would exchange her hand-embroidered articles for machine-made ones, 
and who would not take time to embroider a dainty yoke for baby or 
a pair of handsome towels for a bride’s trousseau? 

The first principle for the beginner in embroidery to follow is the 
selection of simple and appropriate designs. Elaborate and compli- 
cated designs involve time and trouble; and especially is this true if 
the embroidery is intended for fine material. To the worker who has 
little knowledge of embroidery the following articles are necessary: 
small, sharp scissors, pointed bone stiletto, thimble, sewing needles, 
crewel needles, numbers six and eight, emery and a set of small, medi- 
um and large hoops. For those who prefer to work without hoops, as 
many Swedish and French workers do, white oil cloth, heavy paper or 
leather will be found satisfactory. Have a piece which can be handled 
comfortably. For the finer grades of cottons it ma$ surprise the inex- 
perienced to know that the ordinary sewing needle is used, as the 
long-eyed, so-called, embroidery needle is apt to split the material, 


and leave a little row of holes that sometimes cause the embroidered — 


article to wear out quickly after being laundered. Whether the ma- 
terial is placed in a loop or basted on the oil cloth, paper or leather, 
be sure the thread of the material is laid perfectly straight. This is 
a most important point. The thread or grain must not be allowed to 
wander zig-zag from one edge of the hoop to the other, for after the 


work is completed the piece will look imperfect, and no amount of. 


pulling will make the embroidery even. 

For French underlaid embroidery, two or three threads of French 
darning cotton are used in filling, and sometimes in working large de- 
signs the entire strand is used. Do not knot any threads. Begin the 
work from upper part of the hoop, and take one or two short stitches 
in center of petal to fasten thread. Fill petals or leaves in long, loose 
stitches lengthwise of form. If they curve considerably, take smaller 
stitches between to round with the curve. Use more filling in the 
center than toward the edges. Begin a petal close to the center, or a 
leaf close to the stem, and work in smooth even stitch, crosswise, either 
straight or slanting, as one prefers. Work up and down in hoop in 
preference to working over and over from upper side of frame. If 
one desires that high polish seen in French work, it is obtained by 
rubbing the embroidery very firmly with the stiletto before removing 
the hoop. 

In embroidering scallops it is preferable to work them in the 
hand, although an excellent scallop can be made in the hoop, but it i§ 
tighter, and requires a more experienced hand. The outer edge of 
the scallop is run evenly with a thread to keep the form and prevent 
fraying after the work has been cut out. For small scallops a single 


chain stitch through the center will. be sufficient filling, but as this 
requires a great deal of time in working a large edge, these are done 


by couching several strands of the darning cotton or any heavy cotton 
through the center. Care must be taken to keep the scallop a good 
shape. This is done by holding the material directly in front of one, 
and not sidewise. 

The Kensington stitch, better known as the stem stitch, is usually 
employed for all single stems or lines, although in many designs which 
have long, sweeping lines, such as scrolls, etc., a feather stitch is very 
effective, especially if used on scarfs, table covers and cushions.

. French knots, eyelets and seed stitches (which are tiny discon- 
nected back stitches, and are considered extremely chic) are often em- 
ployed in roses, lilies and flowers having large, plain spaces, when only 
the outer edges are werked solid. They are also used for one side of 
leaves which are divided in center, the other side being worked long 
or short stitch or solid. 

Designs which show dots or ovals may be worked solid or eyelets, 
according to one’s fancy. For all household linen solid work is more 
durable, although fine pillow cases and slumber pillows are pretty 
worked open, especialy if the pillowM@s made of colored material. 

Wallachian embroidery is greatly in demand It is suitable for all 
kinds of heavy materials, and is used principally for sofa pillows, table 
covers, scarfs and portieres. It is an extremely attractive Style of 
work to help in fitting up a den or library, and in the bedroom holds 
a place by decorating the bureau cover and counterpane. It is the 
most effective work employed, works quickly and is satisfactory when 
finished. The designs have the petals and leaves divided and the 
stitch is simply a buttonhole, beginning at the point nearest the center , 
and continuing all around. Many colors may be used in one design, 
each form embroidered in a separate color. Rope silk, cable cord, 
and heavy linen floss are the threads often selected, and the materials 
used are Russian crash, Bulgarian and art linens. 

Shadow work is very simple and pretty, and attracts many who 
It is often used 
on Persian. lawn, batiste or*organdie waists, baby clothes, slumber 
pillows and pin cushions. With little time one could make a very 
dainty bedroom or nursery set, using a favorite color underneath; or 
an artistic set could be developed by working a floral design in pale 
colors and placing it over a white background. 
otting, herringbone or cross stitch should be used on the wrong side, 
taking very close; even stitches directly on the stamping. To carry out 
the same idea the stems should be worked on the right side in a back 
stitch, although many prefer the stems in the regular outline stitch. 
Centers of flowers are eyelets or French-knots. A firm round cotton 
thread is best for this work. 

Braiding on dresses will be very popular this season, and much 
can be said in its favor. Paris has shown us the newest method of 
using the braid—standing it on the edge and catching it down with 


.small stitches. This permits of the use of-very close designs that are 


smart on cloth suits, being well adapted to collars and cuffs, reveres, 
bands and many forms of trimming that go to make a gown beautiful. 
Soutache braid is usually used for cloth, velvet and silk; coronation, 
rice and rick-rack braid for washable materials, such as cashmere, 
canton crepe and flannels. Sometimes fancy or solid embroidery 
stitches are used in between the braiding if the design is formed in a 
scroll or leaf and flov.er shapes. 

For the little iolk many articles may be made that are simple and 
artistic, as just a touch of hand work is all that is required. Dutch 
collars made of heavy linen, pique or silk are in_ great demand. Baby 
caps, yokes 4nd bibs embroidered on sheer linen are suitable for infants’ 
wear. The Russian suits with anchors and stars embroidered are 
always suitable for the little man, and for those mothers who like 
unusual designs, the suggestion is made of embroidering the vest and 
sleeve with a small cluster of acorns, corn flowers or conventional 


daisies. 


A winter blouse or jumper in an Art Nouveau design of lafge 
dots and scrolls is always striking if developed in Oriental colors 
on dark silks, pongee, cloth or Tara voile, a beautiful new fabric. The 
work throughout, is heavily padded and then embroidered solid in an 
over and over stitch ; the scrolls ‘are done in a heavy outline or couching 
stitch. Sometimes fancy stitches are introduced between the larger 
parts of the design. 

‘Odd. and dressy effects for evening waists are developed in fillet- 
net, with a- design embroidered directly on the net. The design is first 
stamped on lawn, then basted under the net. If the design is large and 
bold, darning is most attractive. It may be worked in the same color 
as the net or in pastelle colors. For darning, follow the outline of the 
design, and then fill in the open space. When finished, rip the net 
from the lawn. If the design is worked solid, work through the lawn 
and then cut the lawn away when finished.

the experience of Mrs. Frank 
Gulliford of Chicago, has now aroused 
the spiritualists of the country and 
baffled the delvers into occult phe- 
nomena. Psychologists have studied

Clark its 
anxious to return the money iff he 
can discover the proper persons to 
whom it might belong, but so far, al- 
though he has written to the author- 
ities at Chattanooga, no one has come 
forward to prove title to the little 
fortune. 

“‘*Martha’ told my sister while we 
were in Chattanooga about the man 
who buried the money,” said Mr. 
Clark. “She described him as an old 
man, bent with age, about 70 years 
old, with white hair and mustache. 
When he buriéd the money he was 
roughly dressed.” 

Mrs. Gulliford is not a member of 
any spiritualistic or psychic society. 
She says she resisted the commupnica- 
tions from the spirit world for three 
years, but finally was forced to give 
in and obey the instructions oceultly 
given her. 

She has kept aloof from all meet- 
ings of spiritualists and has never 
attended a “seance” in ber life. She 
is entirely ignorant of the methods 
of communicating with the spirits 
practiced by mediums. She knows 
nothing of “rappings” or table tip- 
ping or slate writing 45 practiced by 


devotees. 
Nevertheless scientific societies in 
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Chicago. are stirred by her strange 
experience. Students in psyshic phe- 
nomena and professors in the univer- 
sities have investigated her story and 
consider it one of the most remarka- 
ble in the history of super-psychical 
research.

In England bank notes are issued 
only once and are then destroyed. If

n theory, this is also the ruil 
thé United States Treasury, but re 
practice the result is the opposite, 
owing to the length of time during 
which hills are permitted to circulate 
and the difficulty of redeeming them 
for new ones until they are in the last 
stages of wear and infection. It costs 
the Treasury, !t is said, about 2 cents 
to print a bill, whether for $1 or 
$1000. Nevertheless, the supply of

The numbers of bact@ria present on the bills ranged from, 14,000 
up to 586,000, with an average for 21 bills of 142,000, When a bill has 
been in circulation for a short time and has 
cracked and its peculiar glaze worn off, the bacteria very easily cling 
to it, even without the presence of dirt and grease. 

All of the guinea pigs inoculated (with scrapings of the bills) 
showed more or less local reaction, with swelling of 
glands of the groin. Drs. Adi and Rossi of Havana report inoculating 
guinea pigs with the scrapings of two bills which had been for some 
They all died within twenty-four hours of peri- 
tonitis, with signs of congestion of the liver and lungs.

Bankers in St. Louis, the head- 
quarters for most of the banking in 
eight or nine neighboring states, say 
that there is an increasing demand, 
especially on the part of women de- 
positors, for clean bills. Why the 
banks are unable to supply this de- 
mand has been explained with una- 
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nimity by a dozen of them. 

The St. Lou's banks have only three 
means, according to these infcrmants. 
for securing new currency. The nat- 
ural way, the way contemplated by 
the organizers of the Treasury sys- 
tem, is by application to the Sub- 
treasury in St. Louis, which is sup- 
posed to redeem unclean and mutilat- 
ed money free of charge in any 
amount. 

The second way is by application 


to the Treasury at Washington, D. C., 
which is supposed to exchange old 
money for new, but which charges to 
the consignee the expressage on the 
shipment both ways. 

The third way, the most expensive 
but also at present the only one prac- 
ticable, is to buy fresh currency from 
Eastern banks, paying a premium and 
a high expressage for its shipment. 

according to the unanimous testi- 
mony of these St. Louis bankers, it 
is practically impossible to obtain 
fresh money, especially in the small- 
er and most frequently used denom- 
inations, from the St. Louis Subtreas- 


ury. 

“This St. Louis institution might 
as well be abolished, for all the aid it 
gives us in this direction,” said one 
bank president. 

Others complain that red tape, “in- 
difference resul.ing from political in- 
fluence” and disinclination to any 
labor not urgently required on the 
part of employes, have paralyzed the 
Subtreasury from its. natural func- 
tions. 

“We have the greatest difficulty 
possible in obtain'ng fresh $1 and $2 
bills from the St. Louis Subtreasury,” 
said Vice-President George Hoffman 
of the Merchants-Laciede National 
Bank of St. Louls. “In the first place, 
we are permitted to exchange only

Conse- 
quently, there is an abnormal demand 
for money, and the ban'‘ers, 
even if willing to incur the expense, 
are turn'ng over the currency so fast 
that they haven't time to retire i 
long enough for redemption. 

It costs now from $6 to $7 per thou- 
sand to ship silver coin from Wash- 
ington to Texas points, a service 
which the Government has hereto- 
fore performed free of chatge.

Ef 38Y THE PLANETS 
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T WAS the specter shadow of Cedar Moun- 
‘tain which kept it undiscovered until this 
summer. This mountain, in Eastern Nevada, 

is the highest in this country, but no one knew 
that until a few weeks ago, when State Engineer 
Nicholas measured it and found it was 200 feet 
higher than any other mountain in the United 


The reason this mountain was unknown be- 
fore was that for ages and ages the Indians had 
kept away from it. They believed it was the 
abiding place of evil spirits and that there was 
danger even in its shadow. 

This superstition of the Indians came from 
an extraordinary optical phenomenon, known to 
science as “Anthelia,” or specter shadows, which 
are cast from the apex of a mountain upon the 
clouds. 

The tradition of the I 


dians is that ages 
one of their chiefs wp 


ded to the summit of 
thig mountain, and while standing there -upon 
the back of his pony there appeared in the sky 
the Image of the Great Spirit mounted on a pony, 
: that the face of the spirit frowned in anger. 
chief hastened as fast as he could from 
the mountain, and he and his tribe hurried from 
the region never returned. 





Since that day 
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other Indians who climbed thé mountain were 
warned away by the Great Spirit in the sky. And 
for hundreds of years the region ofthis moun- 
tain was forbidden ground to all the Indians of 
the West. They told strange stories of its in- 
accessibility, and when the white settlers came 
they gave it a wide berth, too. 

In the last few years a few white minere pez 
ertated to the foot of the mountain:‘and brought 
back word of its great height and the grandeur 
of its scenery. 

And this summer State. Engineer Nicholas de- 
cided to visit the mountain and. determine ‘its. ex- 
act ‘height. He has just returned to Reno, Nev., 
and makes the assertion that the mountain is 
200 feet higher than the next highest mountain 
in this country. 

He states also that he himself saw the specter 
shadow that frightened the Indians of many gen- 
erations. | 

There is nothing uneanny or mysterious about 
the. specter shadow, although there is small won- 
der that the Indians were frightened by it. It 
is one of the rarest of atmospheric phenomena 
and it is known to occur only tn one other place 
in. the world, at the Brocken, the highest moun- 
tain in the Hartz chain, running through Haa- 
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That . phenomenon. has been 
the 


over, in Europe. 
known for centuries as “The Specter of 
Brocken.”’ 

Mr. Nicholas describes the “Specter of Cedar 
Mountain” as follows: r 

“Whilst standing on the apex’of the mountain 
at sunrise my image appeared.on the white 
clouds, reflected there by the first rays of the 
rising sun. The image was Many, times my own 
size. 

“Whenever I would move an‘arm oar.stoop over, 


the monster image in the sky would io the same. 


I understood what it "was and thaf‘it was my 
own image I. was lodéking at, because’ I had read 
of the Specter of. the Brgcken) But’ it was an 
awesome spectacle neverthéless and I do not won- 
der at the Indians who were frightened,at it.” 
Mount Cedar, where this phenomenon occurs, 
is in White Pine County, in Hastern Nevada, 60 
miles: from Ely, the nearest mining camp. The 
mountain is 15,000 feet high, it has a lake a mile 
across tn an extinct crater hear its summit, and 
one of the mountain’s sides is ¢ sheer precipice 
over one mild high. The mountain has not been 
officially named yet. It has been known as Cedar 
Mountain ana also as Jeff: Davis Mountain., 
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The best description of the Specter of the 
Brocken was given by the traveler, Hane. After 
having ascended no less than 30 times to the 
summit, he ‘had the good fortune to see fully the 
The sun arose about 
4 o'clock, the weather being fine, and the wind 
driving off to the west the transparent vapors 
which had not yet had time to be condensed into 
clouds. About a quarter past 4 Hane saw in this 
direction a human figure of immense dimensions. 

A gust of wind nearly blowing off his hat at 
that moment, he faised his hand to secure it, 
and the colossal figure imitated his action Hane, 
noticing this, at once made a stooping movement, 
and this was also reproduced by the specter. He 
then called another person to him and, placing 
themselves in the very spot where the appar'- 
tion was first seen, after a short interval, two 
colossal figures appeared, which repeated the 
gestures made by them, and then disappeared 

It is probable that the newly-discovered Spec- 
ter of Cedar Mountain -will, in time, become as 
famous as the Specter of the Brocken, and that 
travelers from all over the world will go to Ne- 
vada to see it, as they go now to Europe to see 
the older known phenomenon.

specimen (Ibervillea sonorae) of the cucumber 

family. Like the camel, this plant finds that it 
is along time between drinks, and, like the camel 
again, nature has prepared it for these periods of 
drouth. The rainy season is short in the desert 
and occurs only once a year. So that the plant 
may obtain enough moisture for the dry season, 
it is provided with a reservoir to store up water. 
The otgan in which the water is stored is at the 
base of the stem and is covered with a sort of 
waterproof envelope through which the water can 
neither escape nor evaporate. 

A most remarkable plant is the drinking orchid, 
which is found in South America. This orchid 
takes a drink whenever it feels thirsty, by means 
of a tube which it lets down into the water. The 
formation, of this orchid is different from others 
shaped, growing round the root and radiating 
of its species, it having sharp leaves, lancehead 
from it. From the center of the plant hangs the 
tube, about one-eighth of an Inch thick and one- 
fourth of an inch wide. 

When touched it gradually contracts. and rolls 
itself up in a spiral-like coil. As a rule these 
orchids are to be found growing directly over 
water, or where water has been, and in the latter 
it is almost pathetic to see how the tube will 
work its way over the ground to a pool or river. 
The drinking tube when not in use is coiled up on 
the top of the plant. 

During the fall and early winter several years 
ago a number of men might have been observed 
in the streets selling an odd little plant which 
they called “resurrection plaat.” Many and won-

derful were the tales told of the plant by these 
itinerant salesmen to persuade prospective cus- 
tomers to purchase. Most of them either stated 
directly or else led their hearers to infer that 
the plants came only from the Holy Land, where 
they were emblematical of the resurrection. Most 
of them, however, were polypodium incarnium, 
the commonest of all the ferns of Florida. Dur- 
ing the dry season the plant curls up Into a small 
ball and has the appearance of being dead, In 
this condition it will bear transportation very 
well. When it is placed ‘n a bowl containing a lit- 
tle water the leaves unfold and assume a bright 
green color, forming a rather pretty and orna- 
mental plant. 

One of the most remarkable of the world’s trees, 
found along the Amazon, in South America, is the 
masseranduba, or milk tree. It is a magnificent 
tree, even in that country of ilimitable forests, 
rising with a straight stem to an enormous height. 
The timber is very hard, fine grainec and durable 
and is valued for structures which are much ex- 
posed to the weather. The fruit is edible and 
very good, being the size of a small apple and full 
of rich and juicy pulp. 

But strangest of all is the vegetable milk, which 
exudes in abundance when the bark is cut. The 
milk has about the consistence of thick cream, 
and save for a very slight, peculiar taste, could 
scarcely be distinguished from the product of the 
cow. The natives use this tree milk in their cof- 
fee and tea and in cooking. It is used for glue 
and is said to be durable. 

Another curious South American tree, and one 
about which many romantic tales havc been wov- 
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es Up Water 


en, is the so-called “rain tree.” which possesses 
a reservoir for water in a hallow at the base of 
its leaf. The natives have long asserted that 
under its shade grass will grow in wonderful 
abundance. This is due to the interesting fact 
that the leaves of the tree possess the power of 
independent motion. At sunset the leaves close 
together, allowing dew to form on the grass be- 
neath. With the reappearance of the aun the 
leaves expand again and thoroughly screen the 
grass beneath, thus effectually checking excessive 
evaporation. 

In India seven different species of trees are 
considered sacred, and worshiped accordingly. 
Among them the finest looking and the most use- 
ful is the aswatta, or pagoda fig tree. Vishnu, 
one of the Hindu gods, ts said to have heen born 
under it. To fell one of these trees would be an 
unpardonable act of sacrilege. The vepu, -or 
margosa tree, which is dedicated to Siva. is some- 
times married to thé aswatta, with impressive 
ceremonies. 

An amus'ng story is told about the peepul, an- 
other sacred tree. The political agent at Ulwar, 
Hindustan, some years ago wished to plant an 
avenue of trees on either side of the road in 
front of the shops, for shade purposes, and had 
decided to use peepul trees, but the native shop- 
keepers, one and all, declared that if thig were 
done they would not take the shops. 
pressed for a reason they replied they could not 
tell untruths or swear falsely under the shade of 
the peepul tree, and added:

TRIED NOVEL WRITING 

After several years this began io 
pall on the sensitive pair, despi.e 
their indulgent patience and their 
own sense of humor. All, their ef: 
forts to stop it failed and finally the, 
came to the conclusion that thoy 
must make the name stand for some- 
thing in a field of endeavor so high 
that the arrows of the humorist and 
the clown could not reach it. 

Chatfleld-Taylor took another trip 
abroad and settled down to writiag 
novels—not the simple stories of

He gained wide recognition with 
his two principal works of fiction— 
‘The Idle Born,” “Three Women and 
a Fool,” and othe®jovels published 
in a series within ten years. 

Not only were the works found to 
possess remarkable literary merit, 
but they were as well perfect and 
startling exposures of the economic 
and political conditions of the day 
and showed a deep insight into the 
things that make for wealth and pov- 
erty.

ALKING machines are now preach- 
ay ing sermons, singing sacred 
hymns, offering up prayers and 
expounding the Scriptures in every 
nook and corner of the Southwest. 

As a means of spreading the spirit 
of Christianity the phonograph is re- 
garded as a missionary as potent for 
good as a whole army of ministers. 
The talking machine is an evangel 
that goes into thousands of homes 
and other places where a human 
preacher of the gospel seldom, and 
sometimes never comes. 

The phonograph has the advantage 
of being undenominational. It is of 
no one church. Its religious praise 
and exhortation applies alike to all 





























and knows no one creed or sect. 
Welcomed first by the church people 
as a.novelty and an innocent enter- 
tainer the talking machine has come 
to be recognized by leaders in re- 
Ngious work as an ally of much in- 
fluence, . 

In some part of the Southwest the 
telephone is being utilized as an aid 
to the religious serviccs and teachings 
of the phonograph. In many a farm- 
ing district, out upon the great plains, 
where the big ranches are and where 
homes are far apart regular religious 
services are held each Sunday, con- 
sisting of sacred records that are re- 
produced by the phonograph and car- 
ried by means of telephone wires to 
all the homes in the neighborhood. 

early every home and ranch 
house in the farming districts of the 
Southwest has a telephone.

system of holding Sunday morning 
religious services by talking ma- 
chines and telephones in many dis- 
tricts of the Southwest. A Christian 
family would get a set of records of 
sacred subjects and at the regular 
church hour these would be played 
into the telephone and all the fami- 
lies in the district which had tele- 
phones would hear the religious 
service. 

Thus Talmage’s sermon on “In- 
fidelity” has been carried over miles 
of telephone wires and been heard 
by many thousands of silent and re- 
spectful listeners over a radius of 10 
or 15 miles from the machine that 
was reproducing the sermon. 


In the plains districts of the South- 
west the churches are of necessity in 
the towns and villages. A family has 
often to drive 20 miles and some- 
times 50 to 100 miles to get to a 
church. It is not possible to go 
often. 

To Christian families so situated 
the talking machine has been a posi- 
tive blessing and its influence foy 
good is incalculable. The teachings 
of the Gospel have been’ carried into 
many a home by that means which 
would never have been réached by 
the ordinary missionary methods.

A preacher of Amarillo, Tex. a

Its mem- 
bers never went to church and, liv- 
ing miles away from cnurehes: it 
probably would never have gone to 
church, but the head of the family 
on one of his visits to Kansas City 
with a carload of cattle bought a 
talking machive to take home fer the 
amusement of his family in the long 
and lenesome winter evenings. 

Among the records which ha per- 
mitted the salesman to select for 
him from the catalogue were geyera] 
religious ones, including a few of th 
old familiar hymns, psalms sis 
Loid’s Praver and a sermon. These 
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played night after night, made a de- 
cided religious impression upon the 
family and eventually led to their 
accepting Christianity and connect- 
ing themselves with a church in 
Amarillo. 

It is probable that there are many 
similar cases and many others in 
which the religious record makes & 
lasting impression for good even if 
it does not lead to an actual pro- 
fession of faith. 

The larg: st dealers in talking ma- 
chines and récords in St. Louis say 
that the sacred song records have 
@ greater sale than any other one 
set of records. The popular songs 
and ballads have a great sale while 
they are in vogue, but such records 
as “Nearer My God to Thee,” “Near 
the Cross,” “Rescue the Perishing,” 
“Where Will You Spend Eternity,” 
“Ave Maria,” “Lead, Kindly Light,” 
“My Faith Looks Up to Thee,” “On- 
ward Christian Soldier,” ‘““The Home 
Over There,” “When the Roll Is Call- 
ed Up Yonder,” and others like them 
have a steady and enormous sale all 
the time. 

One dealer said tpat there had 
been more ‘wearer My God to Thee 
records sold than of any other one 
record ever made. It is in millions 
of homes throughout this country. 

And so the talking machine is 
singing and preaching the gonpel 
from every mountain side. from every 
valley and frem every plain in all 
the Southwest. The praise of God, 
mechanically rendered, but none the

And who shall attempt to measure 
its influence for good? And why 
should not Carnegie, who is giving 
away 10 organs a week to poor 
churches thronghout the United 
States, change his gifts to talking 
machines with sets of religious 
records?

Harry Macdonough; as a cornet solo 
by Jules Levy; as a cornet duet; as 
played by Pryor’s band; as played by 
Sousa’s band, and in a dozen records 
in foreign languages. 

Among the’ other hymns that are 
very popular in the Southwest is 
“Tell Mother I'll Be There.” This 
hymn, which was one of the features 
of the Torrey-Alexander revival 
meetings in England and America, 
was inspired by an incident in the 
life of President McKinley, who, when 
word came to him that his mother 
was d¥ing, sent this telegram: “Tell 
mother I'll be there.” 

The hymn records are by the very 
best musicians and musical organiza- 
tions in this and foreign countries. 
Sacred records by the Haydn quartet 
are “Evening Prayer.” “God Be Witn

The cello is the one instrument 
whose every tone and variation is 
caught and reproduced by the phono- 
graph. The recorus of “Ave Maria, 
“The Lost Chord,” and “The Holy 
City.” in violoncello solo are mosi 
beautiful and have gone to every 
quarter of the world. 

One of the most popular of the new 
rel'gions records is that which ré- 
produces tht voice of Bryan in his 
great oration on “Immortality.” This 
is an extrect from his lecture, “The 
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Prince of reace,” and is delivered in 
his best vein. 

In one of the penny arcades of St. 
Louis, in which are a hundred or 
more phonographs in cases, each con- 
taining a different record which will 
play automatically when a cent is 
dropped in a slot, there is this one by 
Bryan on the immortality of the soul. 


, The manager said that often there 


was a line standing in front of that 
machine waiting a chance to hear it. 
In one day 252 persons had dropped 
pennies im this machine and heard 
Bryan deliver this snatch of oratory 
which is really a strong religious 
sermon. 

In this arcade several records of 
sacred music are kept going all the 
time and are often changed. One 
day it will be “Nearer My God. to 
Thee,” “The Holy City,” “Vesper 
Bells,” “Ave Dfaria,” ‘all Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name,” “Ninety and 
Nine.” Each day the list is changed. 
The machines containing the sacred 
music are always well patronized. 


SABBATH DAY RECORDS. 
There are many of these arcades in 


St. Louis and in all the larger cities are heard and the voices of the choir 


of the Southwest. 

In many homes in the West End of 
St. Louis, where the talking machine 
is a prime favorite as an entertainer, 
only sacred music is rendered upon 
it on the Sabbath as a matter of 
Christian principle on the part of the 
head of the family. 

Recently a society woman Was sur- 
prised to hear the family talking ma- 
chine rendering a flippant popular 
ballad on Sunday morning. She stop- 
ped the machine, reprimanded her 
son who had set the machine going 
and called his attention to the com- 
mand: “Remember the Sabbath day 
and keep it holy.” 

“You would not offend God by sing- 
ing that song today,” she said to her

For some time there have beet 
moving pictures of sacred scenes. 
One of the most famous of these was 
the Pope giving the Apostolic bene- 
diction to kneeling hundreds in 8t. 
Peter’s, Rome. The phonograph is 
being used now in conjunction with 
moving pictures, and it probably will 
not be long until one can go on Sun- 
day and see a sacred service consist- 
ing of moving pictures of the lighted 
altar, the ranks of marching choir 
boys, the preacher, and the congre- 
gation accompanied by the sounds of 
the service. 

IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
Not only has religious teaching by 


means of the talking machine gone’ 


to the remotest bounds of the South- 
west but it has gone beyond. The 
sacred records have been made in 
Spanish, in different Cuban and Mex- 
ican dialects. And the Chinese and 
Japanese of the Pacific Coast have 
records in their language too. The 
records of sacred music and hymns 
have been made in the German, 
French, French-Canadian, and almost 
all other languages. 

A beautiful record is that of the 
church scene from “The Old Home- 
stead.”

Melts Paving of St. Louis Streets 
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MACHINE that always draws a 
A crowd when it is-at work on 

the streets of St. Louis is the 
asphait melter. It is a combination 
traction engine and blower. Inside 
of it a fierce flame '; created by burn- 
ing oil. Upon this flame is directed 
@ current of air through a tube, and 
this forces the flame down upon the 
asphalt pavement and melts it. Then, 
when the pavement is soft enough, 


the blower moves on and workmen 
scrape off the melted asphalt. 

This is done when repairs are to be 
made. If the new asp.alt was placed 
down upon the cold asphalt it would 
not adhere.

Prehistoric Elephant’s Bones. 

The remains of a prehistorie ele- 
phant of mammoth proportions were 
unearthed recently in the bed of a 
small creek in Puddingstone Canyon 
half a mile north of San Dimas, by 
Prof. A. J. Cook, head of the depart- 
ment of biology of Pomona College, 
Salifornia, and Edward P, Terry, a 
student. The bone frame, which is in 
a fair state of preservation, measures 
26 feet in length and 16 feet in height, 
and what remains of each of the enor- 
mous tusks is 10 feet long. The parts 
of the skeleton that could be 
safely handled were removed care- 
fully to Claremont, and are to be 
placed in the museum of Pomona Col- 
lege.

Machine Pieat Burns Weeds 
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NE of the newest agricultural 
C) tools is a weed burner designed 
to burn down and kill the 
weeds that grow between the rows 
of sugar cane in Louisiana instéad >of 
cutting down the weeds by means of 
a cultivator. 
The machine consists of a tank of 
gasoline mounted on wheels like a 


corn cultivator and communicating 
by flexible pipe or hose to one or 
more burners swung underneath. On 
each side of the burner or battery of 
burners is placed a sheet-iron shield 
to protect the cane from the blaze. 
On very rough ground the machine 
can be taken from its wheels and

RY field steel cap before firing and 
after it had come in contact 
with a steel plate. The cap was at- 
tached to an ordinary 4 1-8-inch shot, 
weighing 32 pounds, and fired—not 
against a hard-faced plate, but a plate 
of high tenacity material.

NE of the conspicuous features 
of the campus at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri at Columbia

at the story of Carl D. Sutherland, a modern Dick 
Turpin, written before he encountered Capt. 
Auble, laid the fearless officer Jow’ with six shots 
fired in rapid succession,-then rev away to die a 
few hours later by his own hand. It was address- 
ed to Jack Henderson, a’ private detective and 
guardian of Westchester place, a fashionable resi- 
dcatial section of Los Angeles. and began: 

“Dear Sir—You will, no doubt. 'e very much 
surprised to receive this letter. In fact, you won't 
receive it at all unless I, Cari D. Sutherland, 
alias Joseph Palmer, alias Jack Ames, alias Carl 
Sherwood, etc., am dead. 

“The reason that I write this letter to you is be- 
cause I was impressed with your personality, and 
decided that you were a brave and an honest 
man. In fact, you looked a great deal like my 
father, and if there ever was a an that was the 
soul of honor, he was. 

“Since I have been 15 years of age I have never 
yet seen the man I was in the least afraid of, 
and yet I have met a few whom I recognized as 
more than my match. When I saw you I knew

“When it is known that I am an outlaw and 
have been most of my life, most everyone will 
say: ‘He’s a bad one,’ and that’s all. I wish 
the world to know the truth, for there are a cer- 
tain few whom I want to krow that I was not 
as bad as they are sure to paint me. If I am 
killed I am sure to become novorious, as much of 
my past is sure to crop out and my name is dis- 
graced, and as that is the case I may as well 
have the truth told as just part, and maybe a 
whole jugful of lies added to it.” 

After giving the place of his birth as Lamar, 
Barton County, Mo., and the date Sept. 29, 1862, 
this remarkable autobiography . of Sutherland 
deals with his family. It speaks of hig father 
being fire marshal of Pittsubrg, Kafl., then 
deputy sheriff, and of his relatives having 
“fought in every war this country has been en- 
gaged in from 1775 to the persent time, except 
the Spanish-American War.” 

“All have been honest—too honest, in fact, but 
I,” wrote the young bandit. “I am the last of 
my race and the one black sheep. From a deli- 
cate, timid and refined boy I grew into a desper- 
ate young rascal, ready to shoot any man.” 

Next is the account of his meeting with Joe 
Palmer, alias Jack Wells, the notorious train 
robber. It was the turning point in Sutherland’s 
young life: he chose the blacker side. Because 
Palmer had taken his part against “a big bully 
on a farm in Kansas” Sutherland believed he 
owed Palmer a debt of gratitude. So, when Pa}- 
mer and “his pal,’ Frank Errington, tried to 
hold up a depot and a rich horseman at Oswego, 
Kan., and later shot a deputy sheriff and were 
cornered” Sutherland stole a boat and under 
cover of darkness slipped by the camp of the 
posse that held the two men on the banks of 
the Neosho River, got Palmer and Errington, and 
carried them on down the stream to freedom. 

After reciting the details of half a dozen other 
bold and daring crimes, the story shifts to Pitts- 
burg, Kan., “where pretty Nellie Errington was 
keeping a cottage, under an assumed name, for 
the gang to run in and rest up, if necessary.” 

“A word about Nellie Errington,” wrote Suther- 
land. “She was no bad woman, as you may im- 
agine. No, she was a pretty girl of refinement 
and education, who did not believe in wrong- 
doing but who loved her brother—who was good 
to her and her mother—and she thought a great 
deal of me, whom she called her little brother, 
and tried to get me to reform and taught me 
conkiderable when I was around.” 

Next we find Sutherland in the hands of a vigi- 
lance committee which is about to hang him. The 
rope is made fast about his neck and he is actyal- 
ly strung up, when the leader, who is “rather 
kindhearted,” decides on a “council of war”. and 
orders Sutherland hauled down. It is while this 
“council” is in progress that Sutherland escapes. 
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Sutherland joins his pals a short distance away. 

The vigilance committee pursues them, and 
Nellie Errington, learning of the committee’s 
movements, jumps on a horse and goes to warn 
the robbers. She is mistaken for one of them 
and killea. Free-for-all shooting followed, sev- 
eral of the committee were wounded, but the 
desperadoes got away. 

“T didn’t want to die just then,” wrote Suther- 
land. “I had seen a beautiful girl at Chelsea, I. 
T., who was part Cherokee Indian, and whom I 
loved at first sight and longed to see again.” 

Sutherland then worked foratime as a delivery 
clerk in the Creek Nation, after which he com- 
mitted more robberies and was arrested for the 
first and only time in his life by the Sheriff of 
Lamar, Mo. He spent some nine months in a re- 
formatory, escaped and joined the army as a

musician under the name of Jack Ames. He was 
ambitious to become an army officer, but Erring- 
ton bobbed up again, and, knowing thai he would 
be found out sooner or later, Sutherland went 
back to the old life. 

Going to Los Angeles Sutherland and his pals 
planned several crimes, among them the kidnap- 
ing of a millionaire and holding of him for 
$200,000 ransom. 
because the selected victim suddenly went abroad. 

The autobiography tells of numerous car hold- 
ups in San Francisco; of several murders, and 
then of the time when he “married and deter- 
mined to reform for good.” Sutherland con- 
tinued: “I longed, oh, how much, for a clean 
name, a home, friends and to be somebody.” 

Sutherland was now clerk in the University 
Club at’ Los Angeles. His wife had been a tele- 
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phone operator. She knew nothing of his duplic- 
ity—his double life, and she was happy. ey 
decided to’ buy a ranch in Oklahoma out of their 
savings, and were well on the way to achieving 
the one desire they had so longed and p 
for when the panic came and all went to smash.
